and delegates from over 1 seventy 
countries including several from 
noij - affiliated western unions, 
/■m'ong them- Denis Lazurc, Univer- 
sity of Montreal medical student, 
from NFCUS. 
At Warsaw, feeling by western 
I observers that the IUS' showed in- 
creased signs of co • operation, 
prompted the proposal of the unity 
meeting. This was in direct opposi- 
tion to the stand taken last year 
by NFCUS observer Lazurc when 
he said that there was no longer 
any hope for agreement with the 
communist-dominated body. 

The British National Union ot 
Students has said the meeting "may 
well prove to be the last oppor 
tunlty for the settlement of out

secretariat more, representative of 
the membership than the present 
proportion of American and African 
coverage in the IUS publicity re- 
leases, and a decentralization of 
activity. 

Th'e conference also called upon 
the - IUS . to refrain from taking 
sides on political affairs which 
more, properly belong within the 
scope of- the United Nations. 

These points and the desire for 
a Unity meeting were transmitted 
to the IUS In a letter to its Pre- 
sident, Joseph Grohman, on Oct. 10. 
Since then two wires have been 
sent asking for answers to the re- 
quest for the meeting. A short wire 
preceded _ the IUS 
a week.

"Presentation d'Albert Comus," 
was the topic at' a meeting of La 
Soclctle Française last night in the 
Union. 

M. Andre Rigault, of the French 
department at McGllI, said that 
Comus' writings and philosophies 
were typical of those of modern 
European writers and reflected the 
anxiety of the contemporary world. 

Albert Comus is one of the 
youngest: and -best known of con 
temporary French writers, 
"L'Etranger," and "La Peste" being 
among his better known works. 
Thes t e have been translated into 
German, and many other languages. 



Midst general confusion concern-

time in December. This meeting would have 
allowed the IUS and western unions not affiliated 
; with IUS to come to agreement on certain out- 
•:'|;itending differences. Settlement of these differ- 
ences was desired, but the west would have been 
happy with a promise to negotiate. As a matter 
of fact, it was this bright note of willingness by 
IUS to discuss problems hitherto considered as 
closed subjects, that prompted the Unity meeting. 

This meeting was designed to be held before the 
Edinburgh conference so that an air of agreement 
or failure could prevail at Edinburgh, and thus 
provide the motivation for concrete decisions to 
^result. 

This happy note of conciliation has been sha 
tered by the refusal of IUS to hold the meeting in 
December, as stated elsewhere In this Issue. If the 
unity meeting had taken place as proposed, the 
Edinburgh conference could have proceeded on 
the basis of the decisions reached by the . Western 
delegstes at the Unity meeting. The meeting would 
have proved whether the signs of conciliation and 
co-operation, so apparent at Warsaw, were ctlll in 
avldence, and whether the IUS was willing to act 
well as talk.- 

It is hardly likely that anyone believed that 
anything definite would result from the Unity 
. meeting. It would have been necessary for the 
■Western delegates to decide whether it was worth 
while to' postpone the formation of another union, 
■which is the purpose of the Edinburgh conference, 
'or whether prospects were bright enough to con- 
tinue negotiations with IUS in the hope that in the 
sear future the non-affiliated unions could see' 
J their way clear to becoming members of IUS In 
one world International body.' 

By their refusal to hold a meeting this month, 
the IUS has probably answered these questions 
more definitely than any meeting could have. It 
Is possible .now to proceed at Edinburgh on a basis 
of failure fh negotiations with IUS. Mr. Sid Wax, 
one of Canada's delegates to Edinburgh, has pro- 
Êj-.-bably come as close as possible to interpreting the 
IUS refusal. Mr. Wax believes that the postpone- 
ment of the Unity meeting Is Intended to leave a 
question-mark hanging over the heads-of the dele-

gates at' Edinburgh. Not knowing definitely from 
the mouths of the leaders of IUS themselves what 
their intentions and proposals for unity are, many 
Western delegates will no doubt be reluctant to 
feel that no agreement can be reached with IUS, 
and that the formation of a Western' union Is the 

an attitude is quite understandable when 
we realize that besides the desire for international 
unity prevailing in all unions, the British Union 
is still a fraternal member of IUS, and Finland, not 
a member of IUS, is on the borders of Russia. 

The term Western Union Is 'bad, as it has so 
many unfortunate implications, and will include 
such Eastern countries as Yugoslavia. But a name, 

so ill-sounding. But more Important, the charter 
ch an organization would state clearly the 
eelings on such' matters of International unity. 
Such a charter would admit the incompleteness of 
the organization, and in fact, indicate that this new 
union need not, or Indeed, wants not to be per- 
'manont. It would stipulate the points of differ- 
ence between the new union and IUS, and state 
its willingness at any time to discuss unity with 
IUS. > 

But again, signs of co-operation must come from 
IUS. The Western unions have always had the 
same demands; democratic procedure, admission 
of any national student union (a current contro- 
versy is the care of Yugoslavia whose barters were 
expelled- from IUS when Tito veered from, the 
Kremlin line). Others are: increased representa- 
tion of the IUS secretariat of Western countries, and 
probably' most fundamental, Is the demand to 
make the Union apolitical. This is a prominent tea 
ture of the proposed western uhio' 

Formation of another union does not close the 
door on international unity, it merely Indicates 
that concrete actions on the part of IUS would 
now be necessary. By stating Its constant desire 
for amalgamation and the basic stipulations for 
such' a move, a Western union would dearly put 
the onus for affiliation on IUS. 

With . such action, western students can feel 
they have tried for International unity and have 
left the doer open for further agreement. In this 
way they will still have the benefits of even a 
partly international union.

The student of the East zone Is a 
German and yet he Is more sharply 
divided from his fellow Germans 
than an English student from an 
American. It is quite impossible 
for him to attend any pf the uni- 
versities In the zones occupied by 
îfie Americans, British or Ftjehchl 
Indeed, so controlled Is he by the 
Communist government that he 
can't even transfer from one uni- 
vcrsity to another without ,being 
granted a special permit. Even the 
freedom of choosing the specific 
East German institution he wishes 
to attend or the faculty in which 
he wishes to enroll Is denied 'him. 
Political Affiliation 

The first hurdle facing the aspir- 
ng student Is being accepted by 
one ot the universities. College 
doors are closed to the 18-year old 
who cannot prove active political 
affiliation and activity. This in- 
volves positive collaboration with 
one. of the Com inform controlled 
Iront organizations. Even the high 
school student therefore is com 
polled to violate what antl-totall- 
ta'rjori convictions he may have in 
order to continue his studies. 

Once a young German has enter 
ed the university, his education Is 
subtly but strongly dictated by the 
political powers. No professor who 
patronizes an idealistic philosophy 
will be tolerated. A thoughtless 
spoken opinion of criticism, even 
a treatment of a subject that does 
not coincide with party interpreta- 
tion can lead to Immediate dismls- 
sal. Thus a critical treatment of 
contemporary questions and of the 
latest discoveries is rendered im- 
possible. 

CENSORED BOOKS 
This is similarity true for texts 
and other books which students 
have access to lti the libraries. Not 
only are all the books published 
during the Nazi regime banned, 
but also all of those which do not 
promote dogma currently in vogue 
with the Communist leaders. 

It Is quite Impossible for a 
dent to make an objective study of 
recent history. The situation is just 
as frustrating in the other faculties. 
Even if certain non-Marxian books 
do exist on private shelves, profes 
sors are forbidden to handle them 
in their lectures or seminars. 

Foreign thought is completely 
stifled. Exchange of professors, so 
long a method of European univer- 
sities to Introduce fresh ideas, Is 
unknown. Since there are also no 
foreign students, the only oppor- 
tunity an East German has of 
meeting other students comes at 
one of the annual "world festivals" 
attended by all the promising party 
yearlings from the Communist sat- 
ellite nations. Here free discussion 
Is curtailed by the mutual suspi-

Prior to 
his one-hour oral test the student 
has been forced to submit a series 
of questionnaires for the benefit, of 

These Inform them as to the poll- 
Meal party that he belongs to. how 
he acted, . politically, during the 
Hitler times, and how he behaved 
during his study periods. In addi- 
tion his •Council of Judges' have 
before them certain Information 
gathered and presented by student 
spies, which arc to give a picture 
of his actions during his student 
days. Before this council .then the 
very best of antl-Communlsts can 
appear as good Marxists. Their 
degree of success In their future 
careers depend on their degree of 
success in making a favorable im- 
pression upon the examiners. 

Students fall Into four categories. 
The first Li that of the confirmed 
Communist. He will be able to 
continue so Ion 
falter In his su; 
line. In fact the government wilj 
do all that it can to support him 

Thé second group is composed 
Ot non-Communists or anti-Com- 
munists who are more or less pre 
pared to compromise. They, will do 
no more than Is necessary to con- 
tlnue their studies. A third class 
Is that of the university people who 
resolutely refuse to give in to the 
total state. They arc the Idealists, 
mostly theological students, who 
draw strength from religious faith. 
They stand close to the body of 
active resisters. However, they do 
not believe in using force of any 
kind. Most of them ultimately seek 
refuge In West Germany, where 
the hope to find the part-time work 
that would enable them to con- 
tinue their university work. 
Dissension 
Finally, there arc the handful of 
,t. they can dA 
ditlons Is veiy 
main funt*- 
inform'atio'n 
and warning students scheduled to 
be sentenced to the 25 year periods 
tor "undcrmjnif g the Peoples' De- 
mocracy." This line' of action ends, 
as a rule, with flight to the West 
or in a penitentiary. - 

All their thinking lives. East 
German young people have lived 
in a police state. Intangibles which 
constitute a different form of life 
are unknown to them.

on by his comrades, living in a 
cultural vaccum which has de- 
stroyed all academic values, exist- 
ing in constant fear, forced to make 
moral decisions every day.
